Mr Laws was particu¬ 
larly interested in the 
school’s use of the com¬ 
puters for homework and 
inter-school communica¬ 
tion, making them virtu¬ 


ally paperless. 

The MP was then taken to 
view the solar panels 
which were installed after 
the school took part in a 
British Gas competition, 
thanks to staff member Liz 
Webb. 

The Generation Green pro¬ 
gramme is the British Gas 
green schools initiative, 
launched in May 2008 and 
now with over 10,000 
schools involved. The pro¬ 
gramme provides free les¬ 
son resources and 
activities for children aged 
four to 14 years. There is 
also a reward system to en¬ 
courage sustainable behav¬ 
iour. 

Miss Webb said a neigh¬ 
bour had shown her a 
newspaper clipping about 
the opportunity for schools 
and she decided to apply.

herself, she said: “I am 
very proud of Maiden 
Beech, it’s a nice school 
and it’s lovely to think 
when I eventually leave, 
there will be something 
left behind.” 

The indicator panel, show¬ 
ing the generated electric¬ 
ity was connected to the 
main school corridor so 
the pupils can easily mon¬ 
itor the levels. Miss Webb 
pointed out that this was 
an added bonus, providing 
an educational tool for sci¬ 
ence lessons. 

Having the solar panels 
means the school can gen¬ 


erate up to 20 per cent of 
its own electricity and ben¬ 
efit from considerable sav¬ 
ings to energy bills. 

Mr Laws said: “As well as 
helping the school save 
money and cut their car¬ 
bon footprint, the installa¬ 
tion of solar panels will no 
doubt help new genera¬ 
tions learn about renew¬ 
able energy.” 

Headteacher Mr Smith, 
who is still new to the 
school, had said when he 
arrived that improving the 
fuel bills and carbon emis¬ 
sions was high on his

A LESSON in 
anger manage¬ 
ment one night 
led Sean Clarke, from 
Ilminster, to a passion for 
the ancient Japanese art 
of Origami. 

A former foster carer, 
Mr Clarke has a passion 
for making something out 
of nothing and just three 
weeks ago started his 
own business making all 
manner of items from re¬ 
cycled pallets and waste 
wood. 

Alongside his chicken 
houses, bird boxes, 
planters and stools which 
he exhibited at the Ilmin¬ 
ster Midsummer Experi¬ 
ence Green event, he had 
a display of his advanced 
paper folding skills which 
were creating a deal of in¬ 
terest. 

Mr Clarke hopes to 
form a local club with the 
support of the Meeting 
House Arts Centre as cur¬ 
rently he travels to a club 
in Bristol to meet with 
like- minded craftsmen. 

Most people think of 
napkin swans and lilies 
when they hear the word 


Origami but Mr Clarke 
explained it has become 
an extremely popular 
modern art form, with 
paper folders all over the 
world meeting at massive 


conventions. 

He said: “If you can fold 
a piece of paper in half, 
you can do Origami. It is 
very good for mental 


health and for your fin¬ 
gers, it is an art form that 
you can do anywhere. 

“It started for me when I 
was working as a bouncer. 
We had a ‘no hit’ policy 
and I was getting pretty 
wound up one night. My 


colleague tore up a flyer 
and showed me how to 
make a penguin, that was 
it, I was fascinated. 

“Then when I was 
working on a catering 
trailer in Martock, things 
were very quiet and I am 
extremely dyslexic so 
wasn’t into reading, I 
started to fold more and 
more, then I joined the 
Origami Society. 

“Most people in the so¬ 
ciety like to make decora¬ 
tive boxes and things but 
I like the high end mod¬ 
els, I have very strong 
hands so when I crush 
paper, it stays crushed. 

“It is a very social art, 
when I go to Bristol, we 
exchange techniques and 
models, it is new art form 
but very old. When you 
fold something you put 
your own energy into it 
and bring the paper to life, 
just a slight tweak of a 
finger on a model can 
give it a whole new ex¬ 
pression. 

“I would love to start up 
a group in Ilminster, I am 
happy to teach people if 
they bring their own ma¬ 
terials.” 

Mr Clarke’s chunky fin¬ 
gers go to prove that any¬ 
one can try this delicate 
form of model making, 
his complex figures are 
taken from crease patterns 
by French sculptor Eric 
Joisel who freely shares 
his skills. This is an art 
which is fun for all ages 
and very relaxing. If any¬ 
one is interested in join¬ 
ing a paper folding group, 
please contact the Meet¬ 
ing House Arts Centre.

Once I had to operate for a blad¬ 
der stone that was so big and smooth I 
thought it was a pebble for a moment. 

• WHAT three things would you like 
on your desert island? 

A Kindle because I would want loads of 
books, I like reading historical fiction 
and crime fiction. An Ipod for lots of 
music, especially show tunes and a bot¬ 
tomless glass of rose wine.

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AS I type, I am irritated. Not for 
the first time in my life I have a 
kipper bone lodged in the back 
of my throat.

Perhaps I make it sound twee, 
but that's because I make it 
twee. And why not? Just be¬ 
cause so many seem to ignore 
this festival of new dawn, why 
should I? If the first thing I do is 
work then I'm in a mood for the 
rest of the day, whereas if the 
first thing I do is quietly eat 
something delicious (prefer¬ 
able with the family, but not al¬ 
ways midweek) then I'm much 
the better for it. 

For me, there are standard 
breakfasts, treat breakfasts and 
extra special breakfasts. The 
first two can come during the 
week. The standard is some 
good bread toasted (personally 
never white and certainly never 
pre-sliced), with some of my 
homemade marmalade, an 
espresso or two and an orange 
juice. 

Treat Breakfasts are kippers. 
It's a good robust flavour to 
wake up to and really sets one 
up for big day. Fried breakfasts 
fill me with guilt and neutralise 


any pleasure, whereas kippers 
give you something hot, 
smokey, meaty and much more 
healthy so they tick all the 
boxes. And these days you can 
get good, whole split kippers 
straight off the fish counter at 
most supermarkets. If your 
squeamish about seeing the 
head (like my aforementioned 
colleague was this morning!) 
then fillets are easily available. 

And finally there are treats. 
These normally come at week¬ 
ends, when the table is fully 
laid and even taken outside if 
the weather is nice. We bake 
croissants, and my three-year 
old eats more than me. We 
make a huge pot of coffee and 
spend time together. But even 
if the family are not there the 
paperboy furnishes me with a 
good read; and should he be 
late then there's always John 
Humphrys to dine with. 

So if you don't usually 'do' 
breakfast, can I encourage you 
to give it a go. A better start to 
the day I challenge you to find.

Syndication - a cheap way to have fun! 


MANY dream of owning a racehorse and all 
the fun and excitement that it brings but 
believe they can't afford it - well you're 
wrong writes Stuart Broom. 

Being part of a syndicate is a relatively new 
option for potential investors and is prov¬ 
ing very popular. 

Bob Buckler has been running the Strictly 
Come Racing (SCR) syndicate for four years 
and is encouraging prospective new own¬ 
ers to come forward. 

"It is a really exciting way of being in¬ 
volved without any of the fuss required, as 
all the administration is done for you." 

Anyone who has been to a race meeting 
will have enjoyed the excitement of cheer¬ 
ing on their favourite horse win or lose, but 
syndication goes a step closer, allowing 
you to rub shoulders with all the top train¬ 
ers and owners as well as being involved in 
the social side with other members of the 
syndicate both on and off the course. 

The current SCR syndicate comprises of a 
small number of people who pay a 
monthly fee towards the cost of owning 


part of a racehorse, or in their case race¬ 
horses. 

The fee goes towards the training costs, 
vet fees, race entry and jockey's fees, in fact 
everything that is required to race a horse. 

The administration of all these items is 
handled for you, so you have no need to 
worry. 

In return you get access to the Buckler 
stable to see your horse in training on the 
gallops and around the yard as well as 
complimentary entry to the races when 
your horse is running, and weekly updates. 

Occasionally the syndicate meet, maybe 
at the stables or after racing and enjoy a so¬ 
cial gathering of like-minded people. 

I only had a passing interest in horse rac¬ 
ing before I turned to journalism four years 
ago, and knowing there was a large inter¬ 
est in horse racing, started writing regular 
reports and features about Bob's yard 
which was then at Melplash. 

This involved random visit's to a race¬ 
course when one of Buckler's horses were 
running, and I have found it to be a very 


pleasant and interesting experience which 
mirrored the opportunity that someone in 
the syndicate would receive. 

I have been in the parade ring before the 
race and met jockeys such as Harry Skelton 
and Daryl Jacob, and the unsaddling enclo¬ 
sure to hear the jockey's verdict on the 
horses running. 

I have visited the weighing room before 
racing to deliver silks, the pre-parade 
where the horse is getting final grooming 
and a check, and to other owners and cor¬ 
porate boxes for drinks and nibbles. 

If it were not for the need to meet print 
deadlines in my job which formalises my 
week, I would seriously consider becoming 
a member of a syndicate. 

Bob Buckler has a great reputation in rac¬ 
ing for his patience and skill in training 
chasers particularly, and it is fascinating 
observing his methods. 

The SCR currently have one horse in train¬ 
ing; Crank Hill, who has won over £12,000 
in prize money with two wins and a total of 
nine places in his 25 races.

Sat in my seat about 30 yards from goal and level with the 
left hand edge of the penalty area, it brought back great 
memories of my only other visit to the home of Swansea City 
and the Ospreys rugby team, in mid April three years ago. 
That day my son and I saw Yeovil Town upset what should 
have been the Swans coronation as League 1 champions by 
winning 2-1 and in doing so saved the Glovers from relega¬ 
tion. In fact Swansea were promoted at the end of the game 
as results went their way, but they didn't do it in the style they 
would have liked. 

Midway through the concert, Rod a big football fan and 
Celtic supporter introduced the Swansea City team and their 
manager Brendon Rogers on stage, to congratulate them on 
promotion to the Premiership following the play-off final at 
Wembley 48 hours earlier. 

At that point I realised what huge strides the Welsh side had 
made. 

In just four seasons they had risen from the relative obscu¬ 
rity of playing against the likes of Mark Bircham, wearing 
what looked like his wife's tights and Anthony Barry (who?), 
to the prospect of hosting Liverpool, Arsenal and Chelsea and 
a multitude of million pound footballers come September. 

So what has happened to Yeovil in that time? 

True last season's 14th place finish with 59 points was five 
places and seven points better than 2007-08, but not what 
you may call a raging success.
